Ἰεταθὶ ig expecting an energetic 
American effort, following today's 
summit between U.S. President Jim- 
my Carter and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, to bridge the gap 
between Cairo and Jeruzalem over 
the West Bank-Palestinian issue. But 
at present at least, sources in 
Jerusalem say, there is no TIaraell in. 
clination to move away from 
Premier Begin's enunciated 
positions and towards any com- 
promise formula, 

As reported in yesterday's 
Jerusalem Post, Washington is seek- 
ing support for a formula that would, 
envisage Begin’s self-ruje plan as δ 
transitional phase leading later to 
greater autonomy for the West Bank 
and Gaza in a close tie with Jordan. 

“The New York Times,” citing of- 
ficiais in Washington, yesterday 
reported that the U.S. bad "detected 
the outline of ἃ possible compromise 
between Israel and Egypt over the 
Palestinian Isaue, deapite the 
publicized differences... 

“The officials said... the essence ot 
the projected arrangement would be 
to persuade Begin to modify his plan 
for granting Palestinians on the 
West Bank and in the Gaza Strip in- 
ternal self-rule to incorporate the 
possibility of eventual selt- 
determination,” the report said. 

“The problem is delicate, the of- 
ficiala said, because self- 
determination may lead to an inde- 
pendent state dominated by 
radicals of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization,” it added. ‘'But since 
neither Israel, Egypt, Jordan nor the 
U.S. wants such a PLO-dominated 
state, the officials said there was 
broad support for finding the right 
formuls,."* 

But there seems to be little 
enthusiasm in Jerusalem — es- 
pecially in Begin's immediate circle 
— for the ideas attributed to 
Washington. The premier and his 
close aides are reluctant, on 
ideological grounds, to contemplate 
a “Jordanian solution” because it 
wotld inevitably mean recognizing 
Jordanian sovereignty over the West 
Bank. 

Under Begin's self-rule 
the sovereignty question is 
specifically and deliberately left in 
abeyance. 

Begin yesterday called publicly on 
Sadat to refrain from inviting 
American pressure on Israel] on the 
Palestinian question. “I have never 
invited American pressure on 
Egypt,” the premier said in an im- 


Promptu radio interview after the 
cabinet meeting. “And therefore 
unere 15 no neea for Migypt to issue 
calls (on the U.S.) to apply pressure 
on Israel." 

Sadat has urged the U.S. In inter- 
views this week to pressure Israel 
into accepting the Palestinians 
claim of selif-determination. One 
statement, published by the official 
Middle East News Agency. 

“The role of the U.8. is to exert 
pressure on Israel, particularly with 
regard to the Palestinian problem, 
‘because it is the erux of the crisis.” 

Begin said he was appealing to 
Badat, ‘‘out of respect and 
friendship,” to desist from such 
statements. ‘Israel and Egypt are 
engaged in serious negotiations over 
a comprehensive peace agreement, 
anchored in peace treaties... We 
have no need of any external, 
pressures whatever, neither, on 
Israel nor on Egypt." 

Begin expressed his 
‘wonderment at reading that Jor- 
dan’s King Hussein had found 
“nothing in Israel's peace 
proposals. ‘With all due reapect, I 
would say to His Majesty...that his 
determination is astounding. 
Everyone who has seen the Israeli 
peace plan has found it a positive 
and fair basis for negotiations. 

“We stand firm by our proposals, 
and they will zerve as a basis for 
peace negotiations." 

Wolf Blitzer adds from 
Washington: American officials 
‘believe that Begin's willingness to 
talk about ‘'self-rule” for the Palesti- 
nian Arabs is not all that far away 
from Sadat's preference for ‘‘self- 
détermination,”” and that the two 
sides “are in the same ball park."' 

‘American officials were en- 
couraged by Foreign Minister Moshe’ 
Dayan’s weekend remarks to 
settlers in Yamit that they may have 
to live under Egyptian sovereignty 
following a peace agreement. The of- 
ficials recognize the controversy 
such remarks can stir in Israel and 
they are pleased that the Israeli 
government appears to be facing the 
issue squarely. 

Despite the public rhetoric of dis- 
appoimtment in the talks by Sadat 
and Hussein, American officials 
maintain that prospects for a com- 
promise deal appear good. Carter 
was encouraged by his talks with 
Hussein in Teheran. 

Thus, American officials were not, 
all that concerned by Hussein's 
pessimistic remarks In an interview 
with “The New York Times" yester- 
day.

Dispute over Sharon being 
Dayan’s deputy in talks

The mooted appointment of 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon to 
deputize for ΕἾ Minister Moshe 
Dayan in the political working com- 
mittee for the peace talks with Egypt 
has generated controversy in top 
political circles in Jerusalem. 

The political committee delegation 
headed by Dayan, like the military 
committee delegation headed by 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman, in 
due to open talks with their Egyptian 
counterparts on January 15. 

Dayan is understood to favour the 
idea of having Sharon as his deputy 
at the talks. Premier Menahem 
Begin is said to have expressed 
himself equivocally about the 
proposal at this stage. When press- 
ed, however, Begin is said to have 
replied that it was too early to decide 
on the full composition of Israel's 
two delegations. 

A spate of rumours this week 
suggested that the Cabinet was due 
to decide yesterday on the compoai- 
tion of the delegations. The Cabinet 
made no such decisions, however. 

According to some reports, the 
Likud's two coalition partners, the 
National Religious Party (NRP) and 
the Democratic Movement for 
Change (DMC) approached Begin 
during the past few days, objecting 
to the idea of Sharon serving .as 
Dayan's deputy. These same reports 

ted that 186 NRP and the 
DMC are demanding some represen- 
tation in the political committee. 

Cireies which could be hostile to 
the Deputy Premier, Yigael Yadin, 
are saying that Yadin has demanded 
a place for himself on the political 
committee.

Dayan, who knows Sharon's 
aggressive reputation, might well 
prefer to have Sharon join him 
rather than fight him. 


Many politicians in the Likud view 
both Dayan and Sharon with a tinge 
of dislike and mistrust, considering 
them as ‘outside the family." They 
are more outspoken in their reser- 
vations about Sharon, for whose 
statemmanship they do not have high 
regard. 

Gush Emunim leaders, asked last 
night what they thought about 
Sharon getting a big role in the 
negotiations, said they would be 
Pleased to see Sharon action 
on settlement in Judea and Samaria, 
but that his mere presence around 
the conference table with Zgyptians 
would be meaningless. 


Sharon's name was also aired last 
night in reports that his proposals for 
a big boost in settlement in Judea 
and Samaria had provoked sharp 
objections from the Liberal wing of 
the Likud and the DMC.

It was this provision that led some 
Knesset members at the time to dub 
the bill “the Platte Sharon Law," 
after MK Samuel Flatto Sharon, 
whose extradition has been re- 
quested by the French government.

Carter leaves India after ‘love feast’ 


NEW DELHI. — U.8. President Jim- 
my Carter left India yesterday 
without resolving 2 sharp disagree- 
ment with Prime Minister Mararji 
Desai over nuclear proliferation but 
buoyed by a triumphant stroll 
among India's Untouchables. 

Carter left New Delhi at 8:25 GMT 
for Riyadh, Saudi Arabia. 


Before leaving, Carter signed a 
joint U.8.-Indian declaration with 
Desai agreelng that the spread of 
nuclear weapons must be halted. But 
the 500-word “Delhi Declaration” 
left unresolved the Indian-American 
differences :on the nuclear test-ban 
treaty and India's development of 
atomic power. 


4a the President was leaving the 
hall where the statement was signed, 
a@ reporter asked Carter: “‘Are you 
still going to send him (Desai) a cold 
and blunt letter?" 


“Yes, lam —a frank one,” Carter 
replied. 

Carter and his wife, Rosalynn, also 
strolled among India's Untouchables 
in the village of Daulatpur- 
Nasirabad, 25 kms. east of New 
Delhi, after Desai urged him to see 
rural India, where 80 per cent of the 
country’s 625 million people live.

The 
president told Vance, in remarks 
picked up by a reporter's 
microphone, that he would send 
Desai a “cold and very blunt" letter 
for resisting nuclear safeguards. But 
within hours he announced to 2 
cheering parliament a new sale of 
enriched uranium to India. 

The ‘‘Dethi Declaration’’ 
proclaims the commitment of the 
U.S. and Indian governments to 
reduce the threat of nuclear war and 
bridge the gap between rich and poor 
nations. India and the U.S. also 
pledged to resolve disputes with 
other nations amicably and through 
the UN. (UPI. AP) 


Decentralization of 


Lebanon 


proposed by Phalangist leader 


BEIRUT (UPI). — Right-wing 
Phalangist leader Pierre Gemayel 
has proposed political decentraliza- 
tion of Lebanon if Lebanese remain 
divided over whether the 
Palestinians should be allowed to re- 
main in the country, it was reported 
yesterday. 

In reports published by several 
Beirut newspapers, Gemayel said 
the Palestinian presence in the coun- 
try was the main reason for the lack 
of progress toward political recon- 
ciliation. 

Gemayel added that if an agree- 
ment were achieved on se! Pa- 
lestinians in the West Bank and 
Strip, then “priority must be given to 
Palestinians who are now In 
Lebanon" since lebanon has the 
highest proportion of Palestinians in 
the Arab world. 

On Monday Camille Chamoun, a 
former president and leader of the 
Nationa] Liberal Party, denied that 
the fighting from 1975-76 was ἃ. civil 
war, saying the Lebanese have 
always heen capable of solving their 
differences.

Huge herring heist 


DUBLIN (AP). — Irish fishermen 
have ignored European Common 
Market fishing quotas and illegally 
scooped almost £2m. (IL58m.) worth 
of extra herring, Dublin's ‘Irish 
Independent" newspaper reported 
yesterday. 

The biggest breach of the official 
Irish quota of 6,500 tons of herring — 
fixed last June — was by trawlers 
operating off Ireland's northwest 
coast, where an additional 2,000 tons 
was caught, the paper said. The total 
illegal catch came to about 5,000 
tons.

Florida citrus organization claims 
American know-how already has 
helped erode the U.S. orange-juice 
exports, and a plan by Pepsico Inc. 
to grow citrus crops in Egypt would 
hurt even more. 


United Growers and Shippers. 


Association Inc., based in Orlando, 
has wired Don Kendall, board chair- 
man of Pepsico, protesting the com- 
pany‘s plans to enter a $40m. joint 
venture to cultivate 9,700 hectares 
along Egypt's Salhiya desert canal. 

If Pepsico completes the transac- 
tion with the Egyptian Soman Ahm- 
ed Osman Co., it would become the 
third large U.S. company in the past 
few months to float joint ventures in 
Egypt. 

Coca-Cola has agreed to a $10m. 
joint venture tq develop 6,000 hec- 
tares of citrus groves between Cairo 
and Ismailiya and Ford will assem- 
ble medium-sized trucks and make 
diesel engines in a joint venture with 


the Egyptian government.

The guerrillas scattered when the 
government forces attacked, the cor- 
respondent wrote. 

Meanwhile, one of the ‘country's

weapons and small arms, causing no 
casualties but wrecking the roof. 

A spokesman for the’ Leopard 
Rock Hote! said seven mortars or 
rockets hit the roof of the structure, 
located in eastern Rhodesia's dense- 
ly wooded Vumba Mountains. 

The hotel had been fully booked 
during the Christmas and New Year 
period, but only five rooms were oc- 
cupied when the attack took place.

The official Tass néws agency said 
the decision not to try Kiymchuk, 22, 
followed an appeal by Britain on his

Kdymchuk, son of a Ukrainian 
emigre, was arrested on August 1

-Lvov as member of a tourist group.

The bréak-down of aging red cells 
and the formation of new ones to 
replace them is an on-going body 
process occurring at a constant rate.

There are three main types of 
jwundice, depending on the site of the 
upeet In obstructive females. Snore 

is usually some blockage of the flow 
of bile after it has left the liver. Such’ 
an obstruction is not uncommonly 
the result of an errant gall stone. It 


." may cause back-up preasure on the 
” duct system so that bile accumulates 


in the liver. Eventually the bile 
pigments spill over into the liver's 
blood supply. 


Infectious jaundice (as the name 
suggests) occurs when there is in- 
flammation of the liver such as in 
viral hepatitis. The liver's ability to 
produce and transport bile becomes 
impaired, favouring a significant 
amount of bilirubin re-entering the 
bloodstream instead of being 
channelled into the gall-bladder and 
beyond. 


The third type of jaundice, the 
hemolytic variety, arises when, for 
some reason, there is a more rapid 


- or extensive destruction of red blood 


cells than usual. If the increased 
amount of bilirubin produced out- 


ἡ Strips the liver'’s capability to 


process it, the resulting back-log in 
the blood may be sufficient to cause 
jaundice. 


OBVIOUSLY it’s important in 
prescribing treatment to know which 
type of jaundice is present. There is 
a well-established set of in- 
vestigations for doctors to carry out, 
including blood, urine and stool 
tests, and sometimes X-rays as well. 
Often simple clinical pointers also 
help the doctor reach an accurate 
diagnosis. For example, hemolytic

This 42-year-old singer-planist is among the moat dif- 
ficult of performers to cate, .

By the mid-60'’s she had achieved a reputation for high 
artistic achievement — and temperament. Because of 


her deep commitment to the civil rights struggle and her- 


personal battles within the male-dominated world of jazz 
music, Nina Simone found herself snapping at reporters, 
carping at critics, even bickering with her audiences. To- 
day finds her still newspaper-shy. “Tm just a per 
former,” she insists. ".Α}} I've got to say I say on stage.” 
By 1974 she was at the height of her success and the 


depths of frustration over what she said was the recor. , 


ding industry‘s resistance to black classical performers. 
‘That was, the year she walked out on performing, recor- 
ding and Americe. She went to live in Africa. 

Nina Simone remained in Africa for two years; she has 
since made her home in Switzerland. A recent contract 
with New York's CII records couples her demand for 
classical recordings by blacks with the public's demand 
for her more popular music. The of recording 
again is what has brought Nina Simone back to the con- 
cert circuit. 


THE EXTRAORDINARY thing is that this performer, 
who has only recently returned to the public eye, who 
always declined to crank out albums or even pop singles, 
and who had never been to Israel before, still managed to 
fill Binyenei Ha'ooma to capacity with a young-old crowd 
— more, a crowd that awarded her wild ovations all 
through the programme and actually surged forward to 
the stage at the encore to stomp and clap with her in a 
hard-driving blues-rocker hymn to Jerusalem. 

Miss Simone‘s piano these days, however, only oc- 
casionally sounds the percussive rhythms of her roots, or 
for that matter the Third Stream intricacies that made 
ber a star in the U.S. jazz festivals of the 60's. Perfectly at 
home at the IPO's concert Steinway, Nina’s latest rifis 
are from the great classic concertos, with melodic Hines 
improvised John Lewis-fashion on everything from Kurt 
Weill to the blues to African rondos. 


And improvise she does, not only with her astonishingly 
expressive hands, but with her.evocative voice as well. 
Never playing a prepared programme, Nina flows easily 
from song to song, inventing lyrics even as she extem- 

i on the keys. The effect is very much a talking 
bluea elevated to the level of poetry recital, with piano 
and voice playing coy counterpoint to each other. 

To be sure, there were some dusky standards, such as 
“Don't Smoke-in Bed" and “Lilac Wine,” love plaints 
brought to a painful personal pitch. Her rendition of Bob 
Dylan's “Just like a Woman” is so internalized as to 
make the ballad completely her own. ‘‘“My Way,” which 
every performer seems to like doing these days, should 
be done only her way. ‘‘Mississippi God Damn" brought 
back memories of Sheriff Buil Connor and the slain civil 
Yights workers all too vividly. And she dogsn't just take 
Mberties with the Brecht-Weill tunes of which she's so 
fond — it’s more like li them. 

Relying on audience participation to supply her back- 
up rhythms, Miss Simone at one point began to lead the 
crowd through ‘'Zungo,"’ a song of longing for 
home first introduced to the West in 1960 by Babatunde 
Olatunji. She exhorted the house: “Come on, you've got 
2,000 years of spirit in you!"" — but then decided it 
wouldn't work, abandoned her piano and led the crowd in 
a more melodic Masai walking song which she has madé™ 
her own, “Flo Mi La.” This was the only jolting moment 


jaundice is not generally very deep| 
in nature, and it usually is not ac- 
companied by itching, often a 
troublesome feature of the obstruc- 
tive type. In infectious jaundice, 
there may often be a history of 
previous contact with another known 
sufferer, or a history of injections or 
blood samples that may be the 
source of one variety of infection. In 
this type, too, there is usually mark- 
ed nausea and fever. 

As a family doctor dealing with 
patients of ail ages, the commonest 
jaundice I come across is the tran- 
sient, normal physiologic jaundice 
often found in babies a few days 
after birth. This is a hemolytic form 
of jaundice, due mainly to the nor- 
mal temporary acceleration in red 
blood cell destruction that takes 
place at birth. It clears spontaneous- 
ly and doesn't require any treat- 
ment. It should not be confused with 
jaundice resulting from incom- 

of the baby’s blood with 
that of its mother. Of this kind, 
“rhesus” babies are probably the 
most familiar to the public. Such 
children may be born severely jaun- 
aiced and require immediate inten- 
sive treatment. Fortunately recent 
medical advances have made it 
possible not only to predict which 
babies are liable to be affected in 
this way, but also for steps to be 
taken so that in spite of this incom- 
patibility, jaundice does not develop. 

After physiologic jaundice, the 
most frequent type I encounter is 
that associated with viral infection 
of the liver, hepatitis. Since this is a 
relatively common condition — one 
often commanding public attention 
— I will discuss it comprehensively 
in my next column.

Top-rated Texas was thrashed 38- 
10 by fiftth-ranked Notre Dame in the 
Cotton Bow! at Dallas, number two 
Oklahoma was pummelied 81-6 by 
sixth-ranked Arkansas in the Sugar 
Bow] at Miami, and fourth-ranked 
Michigan was stunned 27-20 by 
number 13 Washington in the Rose 
Bowl at Pasadena, California. 

.Only third-ranked Alabama 
followed form, recording a runaway. 
85-6 pounding of number nine Ohio 
State in the Sugar Bowl at New 
Orleans. 

Naturally, representatives from - 
each winning squad claimed the 
national crown for his team, but the 
final decision was not to be an- 
nounced until] late last night, when 
the tabulation of votes cast by a 
national panel of sports writers and 
broadcasters were to be announced 
by AP. 

The Longhorns’ dreams of an un- 
beaten season were pulverized by 
mistakes, Notre Dame's determined 
defence and the driving Irish offence 
guided by quarterback Joe Montana.

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Remedy for Yeroham 


AS THE CHAIRMAN of the Yeroham local council complains, 
the lack of a resident doctor in that desert township is only one 
of the problems it faces. 

The settlement was created in the early 1950s and never took 
root. Its biggest setback was the failure of an enterprise called 
Harsit Ve’Hoi Zach for processing local flint clays. Its popula- 
tion today numbers 7,500, many of them social cases; and this is 
not enough to attract the services and facilities that are 
necessary for a decent urban life. 

Yeroham is not alone in its plight. It is but the worst-hit of 
many townships in the development areas. Doctors (whose 
presence or absence serves as a good litmus-paper concerning 
the availability of social amenities) are also lacking in Dimona 
and Sderot, in Migda! Ha'Emek and Beit Shean, in the Golan 
Heights, in Beit Shemesh, in Kiryat Arba — even in a 
sophisticated community like Arad. 

Professor Doron of Kupat Holim suggested to Health Minister 
Shostak last August that no medical man be accepted for a 
salaried post in the big cities or the coastal plain until he has 
served his time (with a high salary) in the development areas. 
Mr. Shostak, in an interview last night, went a stage further, 
saying he would consider making a licence to practise medicine 
conditional on the applicant having performed such service. 

This would be a drastic step for a free society and it is difficult 
to see how it could be enacted and implemented as long as the 
Medical Association remains coo! to the idea. It would also seem 


somewhat like using a sledge-hammer to crack a nut, because ~ 


there are not all that many vacancies to which doctors would in 
the event need to be drafted. x 

Until ἃ dozen or so years ago there was a rule that all newly 
graduating medical students.had to perform a year of service in 
an outlying area, in partial acknowledgement of their massive 
debt to the community at large for the cost of their training. The 
system was abolished partly because it was found more 
economical in smaller places to employ a resident nurse and to 
have a doctor visit twice or three times a week. 

The system could well be revised now for the larger 
settlements, and if the doctors and their association still haulk 
at indenture, it could be presented as an enticement: the 
research post you covet in a major hospital will be available to 
you provided you first help us supply the need for your services 
in a development town. 

But this, like the emergency relief that could be provided by 
the Defence Forces — which surely require for themselves all 
the enlisted medical personne! — is only palliative. No young 
transient, however eager and ‘up-to-date in his learning, can 
serve a community such as Yeroham’s as well as a resident 
genera! practitioner who feels he belongs to it, and grows with it 
and its families. But the number of zadikim is limited. 

This is why, in the long term, the broader problem must be 
tackled of making Yeroham into a livable place with cuitural, 
intellectual and social amenities. 

It is evident now that too many townships were created in 
Galilee and the Negev 25 years ago. But they exist, and they 
have lagged behind the rest of the country. Since the days of 
Pinhas Sapir, who moved mountains to bring industry into the 
outlying areas, little has been done to activate their develop- 
ment. 

There is a sad dearth of new ideas. Investment grants are not 
much help if nobody takes them up. Maybe drastic measures 
should be initiated, such as transferring factories — certainly 
those that are state-owned τὶ ἐρεκε βίας their personnel — fn- 
cluding management — to de: ated zones. 

To settle in Yeroham should be viewed as a national mission. 
People make a city. If a proper cross-section of the Israel pop- 
ulation can be created in Yeroham, the social cases will decline 
to hecome a minority, as is normal elsewhere. Once Yeroham 
reaches the take-off point, its own dynamism will take over. 
There will be no lack of doctors then. 

The public demonstration in the half-grown Negev city on 
Monday was timely. The prospect is chronic stagnation, and 
energetic remedial action is called for. 


Tribute to Tal 


TAL BRODY, the Israel and Tel Aviv Maccabi basketball star,. 


has announced his retirement. Already last April he said that he 
felt he had overcome every challenge that he had faced in 
basketball; in the-U.S. he had been an All American, Big Ten, 
College Alistar, All Army, and a memher of the U.S. team in the 
1970 World Championships. In Israel he had captained the 
national squad and had led Maccabi Tel Aviy to its famous vic- 
tory last year. He feels he should give more time to his private 
life. 

Although he is going out of first-class basketball, Tal has 
made it clear that he is not relinquishing his ties with the sport. 
He hopes to go on coaching and teaching in schools, develop- 
ment towns, and the Army. His outlook is such that there can be 
little doubt that he will go on putting back into the sport the joy 
that he haa taken from it. 

Since he came on aliya, Tal has completely transformed the 
nature of the game in Israel by his inspixing leadership. Within 
a few months of his arrival he was already voted Sportsman of 
the Year. The climax to his career came last season, when he 
led Tel Aviv Maccabi to what many consider to be Israel's 
greatest sporting triumph, capturing the European Cup. When 
his team beat the leading Soviet squad on the way to the Cup, 

᾿ Tal remarked ‘Israel is on the basketball map, and will stay 
there.'’ 

He himself has done more than any other man to put Israel on 
that basketball map, and it is certain that he will go on making 
his contribution to keeping the country in the right place. 

A project dear to his heart is encouraging Jewish sportsmen 
from the West to come on aliya. Two American tennis stars 
recently announced their intention of doing so. Tal's example is 
certainly proof that the process of immigration for a good 
sportsman can be not only painless, but even positively en- 
joyable. 


POSTSCRIPT S 


WHILE the religious aspect of the 
Rugslan celebration of Christmas 
went out with the Czars, the few 
remaining believers commemorate 
it on January 7. The main seasonal 
festivity in the Soviet Union is the 
New Year, when the children receive 


gifts. 

Writing in the “Los Angeles 
Times." Moscow-based Dan Fisher 
reported that the demand for Yolkasx 
(New Year trees) was greater than 
ever and the quota of 706,000 
allocated to the Moscow district fall- 
ed to meet the more than 600,000 re- 
questa received. The trees sold in the 
shops for $2.40 each. Those who 
would have liked to go out and cut 
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their own firs were reminded of the 
$31 fine for unlicensed felling. 

Newspapers urged the establish- 
ment of more tree-farms to meet 
next year's demand and suggested 
that for 1978 holiday-makers bought 
artificial trees (price $14.16)in order 
“to preserve our green friends." 

The favourite toys, Fisher 
reported, appeared to be a remote- 
controlied tank selling for the 
equivalent of $31 and a battery- 
operated washing-machine (using 
real soap powder and water}, which 
retailed at $15. 

We are giad to note that dialectical 
materialiam has failed to quench the 
Russian child's belief that his New 
Year gifts are brought by the red- 
suited Grandfather Frost, aided by 
Snow Maidens, who drive up to his 
home in a handsome troika. 
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IN POLAND, where Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin was born, his 
neighbours never had the alightest 
doubt about his Palestinian identity. 
In fact, long before he was born, the 
Poles knew perfectly well who the 
Jews were, where they had come 
from, and where they should be. For 
generations they were in the habit of 
shouting — both individually and en 
masse — “Zydzi do Palestyny”’ 
(Jews te Palestine). 

But a writer in Cairo’s ‘‘Al 
Akhbar” last week had no doubt 
about Begin’s Polish identity. 
Despite the Jerusalem visit, the 
Cairo conference and the Ismailiya 
summit, and despite countless 
smiles, protestations of goodwill and 
rosy prophecies of a peaceful epoch, 
the journal chose to rein- 
ecarnate the old days. By telling 
Begin that he is really Polish, it was 
in fact telling all us Zaraelis that we 
do not belong here, and that at best 
we might be tolerated through an act 
of Arab beneficence. 

Perhaps this was a Freudian slip 
of the pen, indicating that deep down 
inside, the change of heart in Egypt 
— which Israelis assume has taken 
place — hasn't quite happened. 
Perhaps what “Al Akhbar’’ publish- 
ed should serve as a aohering morsel 
of food for thought. 

In response to Begin's statement 
at Ismailiya, that the Arabs do not

Jewish history in Poland goes back 
a thousand years. But a millenium 
on- Polish soil did not-win the Jews 
there any sort of ecceptance, or 
bestow upon them the rights of 
native sons. Indeed, most Jews 
never considered themselves Polish. 
They ‘were a group apart: most 
members of Begin’s father’s genera- 
tion never learned how ta speak 
Polish properly. However, there 
were those who.aspired to be rid of 
their Jewish Wentity and be ac- 
corded the status of a Pole. Yet they 
too were regarded by the population 
as “Palestinians,” despite the fact 
that their people's history in Poland 
began before that of many of today's 
sovereign nations. 


Although Jews numbered 3.5 
million on the eve of World War II - 
and in spite of the fact that in 1989 
every eighth Polish citizen was 
Jewish, Polish students paraded the 
streets shouting the time-honoured 
cry of ‘‘Jews to Palestine," urging a 
boycott of Jewish businesses and a 
ban on the hiring of Jews.
